Study is 
iaunched 


Electricity is going up in Hondo, 
and soon. 
Exactly how much the rates will 
be raised will be determined by a 
study commissioned by the Hondo 
City Council in a special called 
meeting Tuesday night. 
1'wo members of the customer 
services department of the City 
Public 
Service 
Board 
of 
San 
Antonio, which provides power to 
the Hondo City Electric Service, 
appeared before the mi?eting. 
Kent 
Harz 
and 
Lee 
Bolden 
fielded 
questions 
from 
skeptical 
councilmen, explained their posi­ 
tion, and apologized to the City of 
Hondo for not formally notifying 
them of the current rate hike prior 
to its implementation. 
The City’s lack of preparation for 
such an increase from its supplier 
left them unable to adjust their 
own billing in time to pass on the 
added charge, and that cost the 
City about $6,000. 
New rate 
But all that will change in about 
30 days. 
Another guest at the 
meeting was T. C. Alexander, rate 
consultant from Southway Electric 
Utility Service, Inc. 
The Council voted unanimously 
in 
favor 
of 
R. 
I). 
Gwartney’s 
motion 
to 
retain 
Alexander’s 
cc 
City. 
company to do a rate study for the 
’3 ’iiy. The job is expected to cost 
the City $3,(KIO, and the result of 
the study will be known in 30 days. 
No one would speculate on how 
much rates will jump in the future. 
Alexander said he would need 
extensive statistical information on 
how electric system proceeds are 
used in paying off bonded indebted­ 
ness, capital 
improvements, 
and 
transfers of funds to other utilities. 
In the past. City Electric Service 
has shown a profit in its operation, 
and this proflt has been used to 
subsidize other City departments 
and avoid tax increases. 
The new rate will include a profit 
margin similar to the present one. 
But factors such as fuel, labor, 
and electrical industry 
materials 
have multiplied in price recently, 
and costs m ust be passed on to the 
consumers. 
‘‘We’d rather have people pay for 
something they can use and enjoy, 
with the option of saving money by 
not using it, than to have to raise 
taxes. 
Taxes can’t 
be 
used or 
enjoyed,” said Gene Harrison, City 


Electric manager. 
‘‘But we’ve got to have time to 
educate the people in ways to save 
money by conserving electricity, so 
that they won’t be caught flat­ 
footed here like they were in San 
Antonio. 
Accordingly, the Council agreed 
to implement an advertising cam­ 
paign to explain the new rate, and 
to 
pass 
on 
ways 
of 
saving 
electricity. 
Broken contract? 
Councilman 
Gwartney 
pressed 
the CPSB men about the terms of 
the contract between the Hondo 
utility and theirs. Terms of the 
existing contract provide for five 
years ori^nally, extended year to 
year until notification by either 
party of a change in status. 
Gwartney said that Hondo was 
not informed of the coming rate 
hike in time to educate consumers 
and prepare a 
rate that would 
cushion the impact. 
Harz an sw er^ th at a lt^tter,sent 
in April to the City of Hondo 
w a rn ^ 
that 
CPSB 
was 
going 
before 
the 
San 
Antonio 
City 
Council to ask for a raise in rates. 
That 
letter, 
said 
Harz, 
was 
considered by CPSB as adequate 
notice to the City. 
But, he acknowledged that his 
company 
was 
remiss 
in 
not 
officially notifying Hondo of the 
coming change, and apologized for 
that. 
The 
present 
agreement 
for 
supplying gas now continues on a 
montn-to-month basis, with provi­ 
sions for changing prices of power 
to Hondo. 
Harz revealed that, within a year, 
CPSB wili again approach the San 
Antonio City Council for yet another^ 
rate increase. 
By 
then, 
Hondo’s 
new 
rate 
structure should allow the absorp­ 
tion of a hike with less trouble than 
the present raise posed.

Cotton, Wheat Outlook . . . Screwworms Moving . . . 


Pond Control Talked .. . Many Frozen Desserts 


OUTLOOK FOR agriculture in Texas is not as rosy as 
it was in 1973. The wheat crop--already harvested-is about 
a third less than it was last year, and the cotton crop is not 
expected to be as good. The reason is the weather, mainly 
drouth in the Low and H.gh Plains, but also some floods 
and hail in the Lubbock area. According to 
Howell s 
Cotton Letter,” printed in Lubbock, a s u r v e y of ginners 
shows they expect this crop to yield about 1,502.000 w es 
on the High Plains, which is about 52 per cent of the 9 
crop USDA had predicted that 14,500,000 acres would be 
planted to cotton in the United States, compared to 
12,400,000 in 1973; but Natural Fibers Economic Researt 
at the University of Texas said that was high and that 
cotton acreage in Texas is lower in 1974 than it was in 
1973. "At the present time a severe moisture condition 
exists on the Texas Plains, where nearly 80 per cent of the 
Texas cotton was produced in 1973-74." On the other 
hand, the cotton crop in the Blacklands is three to four 
weeks ahead of last year and growing conditions are 


reported ideal with little insect infestation yet.

A great deal has been 
said 
recently 
about 
the 
endangered status of many 
of 
our 
birds 
of 
prey. 
Concerned people all over 
the world have demanded 
that something be done - 
and something IS 
being 
done. 
The 
Peregrine 
Falcon, 
because 
he 
has 
been 
renowned 
down 
through 
the ages for his courage, 
ability, 
and 
beauty, 
has 
attracted more notice than 
some of the others. There 
are three sub-species of the 
peregrine 
in 
the 
United 
States - Anatum , Tundrius 
and Pealeii. The first two 
are considered endangered; 
the latter is not. 
Because it was difficult 
to train wild-caught adult 
birds, falconers have been 
trying 
to 
breed 
the 
peregrine in captivity for 
many 
years. 
Right 
after 
the turn of the century a 
German falconer managed 
to 
breed 
one 
pair 
of 
peregrines 
in 
captivity. 
From that time until the 
late 
1960’s 
isolated 
at­ 
tempts have been made by 
falconers 
to 
breed 
the 
species. 
They 
had 
only 
limited success; the major 
problem being the control 
of hum idity for hatching 
the eggs. 
Since it was found that 
some 
of 
the 
"hard 
pesticides were causing the 
birds to lay weak shelled 
eggs 
that 
many 
times 
broke 
before 
incubation 
was completed, efforts to 
breed the birds in captivi­ 
ty have increased by leaps 
and bounds. M any falcon­ 
ers 
and 
institutations, 
both 
public and 
private, 
are engaged in the work. 
The best known of these 
facilities is probably Cor­ 
nell 
University 
in 
upper 
New York State, where in 
1973 
over 
20 
Peregrine 
Falcons were successfully 
reared. Some lesser known 
private projects have been 
quite successful too. One 
researcher in Oregon has 
cine a good job of breeding 
Pealeii 
peregrine 
falcons. 
As a matter of fact, it is 


the 
individual 
falconer, 
with his intense devotion 
to his chosen sport, who 
has really paved the way 
in

homemaker can take ad­ 
vantage 
of 
the

her 
shelves or freezer for the 
coming months. 
Green 
beans 
can 
be 
canned or frozen satisfact­ 
orily 
and 
the 
family’s 
personal taste would de­ 
termine the home preser­ 
vation method to use. 
Since 
you 
have 
your 
own supply of beans, you 
should 
pick 
them 
when 
they 
are 
tender. 
They 
should 
hepreserved 
as 


quickly tis possible for top 
quality. The beans should 
be washed, cut, and ends 
snipped off. 
Probably 
the 
quickest 
method of preserve green 
snap beans is 
to freeze 
them. Beans should be put 
in a blanching basket and 
lowered into boiling water 
and coveted for 2 to 4 
minutes, depending on the 
maturity of the beans. I he 
basket 
of 
beans 
should 
then be plunged 
into a 
large 
container 
of 
ice 
water. To 
keep 
a 
good 
supply 
of ice 
to 
freeze 
vegetables, till half-gallon 
empty milk container with 
water 
and 
freeze. 
It 
usually takes as long to 
cool the beans as to heat 
them. Remove from water, 
drain, 
and 
pack 
in 
moisture 
- 
vapor-proof 
containers. Leave Vt inch 
headspace. Foods can be 
frozen in glass jars that 
are recommended for freez­ 
ing 
label 
containrs 
and 
freeze immediately. 
Many 
families 
prefer 
canned green beans. Can­ 
ning 
does 
require 
more 
equipm en t 
than 
freezing 
but 
is worth the effort. 
Examine jars for nicks and 
wash well in hot, soapy 
water. 
Rinse 
thoroughly. 


Place lids in pan and pour 
boiling water over them 
and 
let 
them 
set 
until 
ready to use. Green beans 
can be packed using the 
raw or hot pack. 
For 
the 
raw 
pack. 
simply pack washed and 
snapped 
beans 
in 
jars. 
Cover with boiling water 
leaving Vt inch headspace. 
The hot pack roouire* 
the beans to be boiled 3 to 
5 minutes. Pack into jars 
and 
fill 
with 
liquid 
or 
boiling water. 
Add Vt teaspoon sail per 
pint and seal jars tightly. 
Process in pressure can­ 
ner: pints 20 minutes and 
quarts 25 minutes at IO 
pounds pressure. 


A pressure sausepan can 
be used for small amounts. 
Follow 
the 
manufactur­ 
er’s directions for process­ 
ing time. 
The canners should be 
allowed 
to 
cool 
slowly 
until all pressure is down 
and 
the 
jars 
carefully 
rem oved and placed on a 
towel in a draft-free place 
to cool. 
The 
jars 
should 
be 
stored in a cool, dark place 
after 
they 
have 
been 
tested 
for 
an 
adequate 
seal.
